L. Doherty persuaded him to become 
a partner in the firm of Henry L. Do­ 
herty & Company, managers of pub­ 
lic utility and oil properties. 
Mr. Frueauff, at fortyseven years 
of age, was called the busiest execu­ 
tive in America, being a director in 
141 corporations, and in recent years 
had 
been 
the 
executive 
head 
of all 
of the 
Doherty 
interests, 
directing 
the 
affairs 
of 
public 
utility corporations in all parts 
of 
the country and serving more than 
200 communities 
with the conven­ 
iences and necessities of every day 
life. To his associates he was known 
as a human dynamo, always arriving 
at his office at nine o’clock 
in 
the 
morning and seldom leaving before 
five-thirty 
In the 
afternoon. 
Be­ 
cause of his diversified interests in 
so many companies, it was seldom 
that he was alone. 
From tweniy- 
five to fifty men consulted him each 
business day. 
Mr. Frueauffs busi­ 
ness associates have always charac­ 
terized him as a just and cool man, 
who under no circumstances would 
let the most trying situation or busi­ 
ness experience turn him from 
an 
even, careful consideration of facts. 
Because of his long business day, it 
lias been said that Mr. Frueauff put 
business aside in 
order 
that 
he 
might 
have peace 
and 
quietness 
when he left his office. This was not 
entirely correct, 
as many 
of 
his 
most knotty problems were solved 
when sometimes he was quietly en­ 
joying a game of solitaire at 
his 
home. 
Such is a brief resume of the life 
end works of him, who was called to 
take a long rest at the age of forty- 
seven. 
It affords me particular satisfaction

The 
American 
public 
has been 
quick to 
recognize 
advantages of 
Paris for the purpose of divorce and 
France can boast of a dozen famous 
American grass widows to Reno’s 
one. In the last few months divorces 
have been granted in Paris to several 
socially 
prominent 
Americans 
in­ 
cluding Mrs. Peter Cooper Hewitt,
